Notwititanding,one, 
mhom I neuer heard of before that time(and what he 
#5 God knoweth ) ſhortly after in the ſame place ( as it 
was reported to me) did bitterly reproue me for ſo do- 
ing. Whether he hath in this point, vnaduiſcdly, and 
vnc haritably abuſed me or not, let it be indgedby the 
reading of the very ſame things, in the ſame order 
that * were then vttered.

Beerupon it ts wꝛitten, Theſe , 
things haue J ſpoken to vou, being pꝛeſent with 
you: but the comfoꝛter, which is the holy Ghoſt, 
whom the father will ſend in my name, he ſhall

Now concerning theſe things which Chꝛiſt 


taught, the Apofles , and other appointed foz

Whereupon,betweene the old, and the new Te⸗ 
ſtament, there is no difference in reſpec of the 
thing, matter, and ſubſtance it ſelfe. Foꝛ one and 
the ſame couenant, and the ſame ſaluation is 
contained in them both, grounded and ſtabliſhed 
in one onely Mediatoꝛ: But the differente is in 
reſpect of certaine accidents, ceremonies, and 
diſpenſation of things. Which thing whereas 
S. Auguſtine doth declare in ſundꝛie places of 
his wozks, pet moſt bꝛiellp he doth it, in his boke 
De catechizands rudibus : In veteri teſtamento eft 
occultatio noui, & in nouo teſtamento eſt manifeſtatio 
veteris, Jn the old teſtament there is the hiding 
of the new: and in the new teſtament, there is 
the declaration of the old. And like wiſe in his 
queſtions vpon Exodus: In vetere nouum latet,& 
in nouo vetus patet. Jn the old the new is coue- 
red: and in the new the old is manifeſted. The 
old fathers therefoze differed from vs in cere⸗ 
monies, and maner of patefaction oz reuelation, 
and other circumſtances: but of the thing it ſelfe 
they were partakers with vs, as appereth 1. 
Cor. 10. Hœreupon S. Auguſtine w2iting vpon 
thele wozd, (This is the bzead which commeth 
downe from heauen) ſaith thus: This bꝛead did 
Manna ſigniſie, this bꝛead the altar of God doth 
ſigniſie. Facramenta illa fuerunt, in ſignis diuerſa 
| fant, ſed in re que ſignificatur, paria ſunt. They 
wers ſacraments: in 1 they are diuers, but

By theſe few things if is manifeſf, wherein 
conſiſteth the difference betweene the old and 
the new teſtament : which is chicfly in the ma- 
ner of the patefaction, oꝛ manifeſfation of the 
ſame. Bicauſe in the new, the myſterie of our 
ſaluation is moze manifcftly declared, accoꝛding (17%. 7 EE 
to the ſaying ol S. Paul: And without contro⸗ % oy 
uerfie great is the myſterie of godlines, which ING 
is, God ts manifeſted in the fleſh, inffified in the 
ſpirit, ſeene of Angels, pꝛeached vnto the gentils, 1 
beleeued on in the wozld,and receiued vp in glo⸗ 2 
rie. te this alſo moſt clierly ſet foꝛth.Heb.

Then he gi⸗ 
ueth a reaſon herof alſo, ſaping: Foz by Poſes 
was the old teſtament reuealed, by whom was 
giuen the lawe being holp, iuſt, and god, by 
which might be cauſed, not the aboliſhing, but 
the acknowledging of ſinne, whereby the pꝛoud 
might be conuinced, willing to tffabliſh their 
owe righteouſnes : But the reuelation of the 
new teſtament was made by Chziſt, when he 
was manifeſted in the fleſh, in whom did ap⸗ 
perethe righteouſnes of God, that is to ſap, that 
which commeth to vs from God. Foz ſo it is 
waitten : Now is the righteouſnes of GD D 
made manifeſt without the law, hauing witnes 
of the law and the pꝛophets. Then fozthwith: 
he declareth how the lawe it ſelfe and the pꝛo⸗ 
phets do giue witnes to this righteouſnes of 
God. Jf you hane Auguſtine ſee the place, it is 
woꝛth the reading. The fecondreaſon is contai⸗ 
ned in ths ſame chapter immediatly after; Q 
teſtamentum vetu⸗ pertinet ad hominem veterem,a 
uo neceſſe eff bominem incipere, nouum autem ad 
Lag nounm quò debet homo ex vetuitate tranſ- 
ire - ideo in illo ſunt promiſſa terrena, in iſto promiſſa 


celeftia. Bicauſe the old teſtament pra 
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and the vſe of the ſame. 
to the old man, from whence it is neceſſarte a 
man to begin, but the new belongeth to the new 
man, whither a man ought to go from his old⸗ 
nes. Therefoꝛe in that are earthly pꝛomiſes, in 
this are heauenly pꝛomiſes. 

The third reaſon is this: and it is in hisboke

But in the meane time, if any thinke that ths 
old teſtament vtterly ceaſeth, being deceined 
with the wꝛong vnderſtanding of that which is 
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wꝛitten to the Bebzewes; In that he ſaith a neb. f, 13. 


new teſtament, he hath abzogate the old. Now, 
that which is diſanulled, and waxen old, is re dy 
to vaniſh away. It may not ſo be vnderſtod, that 
the ſubCantiall points of Moſes couenant are 
vtterly bzonght-to nothing: God foꝛbid.

After the ſame maner dealeth that beaſt the 


pope, in extenuating and defacing the ſacred au⸗

Beerupon being caried away headlong with 
a diueliſh ſpirit, he denieth the ſufficiencie of the 
holy ſcripfure : derogateth from the truth of it:

And ſo bicauſe they would not be 
confrary to them, when they ſaw the very boks 
themſelues, that which they affirmed one day, 
they would deny another. Alſo when it was 
plainly ſhewed to them, by the bokes conferred 
togither, that their popilh wziters were contra- 
rie one to another: as Thomas Aquinas, and

Jndede J grant, and haue pzoued befoze, 
that the ſcripture alone is ſuffictent foz the con- 
firmation of our faith. But a certaine neceſſitie 
infozcethvs to vſe the old waiters, ; 

Foz whereas the aduerſaries being caried a- 
way with their frowardnes, pꝛefer the authoꝛi⸗ 
tie of men (as you haue heard) befo2e the autho⸗ 
ritie ol God: we in the meane time being much 
moned with the indignitie of the thing, and 
with all our fozce reſting vpon the holy ſcrip⸗ 
ture (and that accozding fo the tounſell of the 
catholike fathers themſelues) dovnfold the fa- 
thers bokes.

Foz theſe cauſes which J haue rendzed, we 
do read and alledge the doctozs : and chiefly ©, 
Auguſtine, whom maſter Caluin calleth ſolum 
doctorem, the onely docto2 : bicauſe that among 
the reſt, as he wzote moſt, ſo he wꝛote with 
greateſt dexteritie, being in the pꝛincipal points 
of religion moſt ſound, pithy , and pꝛotound. 
Who biddeth vs to belene him and all other, 
no further than they can pꝛaue their aſſertions 
by the ſtripture. And thus Jp2ay you fake in 
god part this digreſſion, which the circumfkan- 
ces ofthispzeſent time confidered, is not vnne⸗ 

ceſſarie. 

This defence made, let vs go ſomwhat furs 
ther info this ancient father, and with the fozci- 
ble weight of his anthozitie, let vs beate downe 
as with a ſtrong hammer, the lying aduerſaries 
ſtubboꝛne impudencie.

Theſe be ſuch as S. Peter calleth a»recrroxirur 
buſte bodies in other mens matters: and Saint 
Paul calleth them ee-974*:, curious dealers. 

Theſe be the hypocrites, which our Sauiour 


ſpeaketh of, who can eaſily ſe a mote in their u % 


bothers eie, but cannot ſee a beame in their 
owne. Df theſe the poet Yozace ſpeaketh thus: 
Cum tua peruideas oculis mala lippus inunttis, cur in 
amicorum viths tam cernis acutum, quam aut aquila 
aut ſerpens Epidaurius ? Mhereby he ſignifieth, 
that ſome are moſt quicke ſighted in viewing o⸗ 


ther men, but in a maner blind in their owne vi- 
tious dealings.

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| Sermon of the Scriptures, * 
ther mens matters: and than in ſom they 
will find no fault, they are like to curious Mo- 
mus, who finding no fault elſe, | the 
creaking of Uenus flipper (as the poets faine.) 

They are ſocuriouſly peruerſe, that they wil 
foꝛſake a ſure, wholſome, and handſome houſe, 
fo2 the ſtanding awzy of a window. Theſe foz 
matters indifferent, foꝛſake our ſocietie, hauing 
among themſelues an vnquiet, inconſtant, dil⸗ 
o2dered companie. Being ſuch as the poet ipea⸗ 
keth of: Iidem eadem 1oſſunt horam durare proban- 
es? Can they be one hower, of one mind? 

He truly therefoze ſaith of them: Qu teneam 
dultus mutantem prot ea nodo? Pzoteus changing 
himſelfe into ſo many fo2ms, cannot be laid hold 
on. They be alwaies ſo wauer ing, that you can- 
not tell where to find them. 

Ok theſe kind of men we are admoniſhed ma⸗ 
nitkeſtly in the epiſtle to the Hebꝛewes. Let vs 
conſider one another, to pꝛouoke vnto loue, and 
to god wozks, not foꝛſaking the fclowſhip that 
we haue among our ſelues, as the maner of ſom 
is: but let vs exhoꝛt one another, and that ſq

E- 
uen ſo thon, to what church — by any hap 
thou ſhalt come,obſcrue the cuſtom of the ſame,

But theſe men deſpiſing this god counſel,are 
— — Saint Auguſtine ſpeaketh ol in the ſame 
epiſtle. 

J haue oftentimes (ſaith he) with ſozrowing 
and mourning perceined, that the weake ſoꝛt 
were much troubled, through the contentious 
obſtinacie, and ſuperſtitions timi ditie of certain 
bꝛethꝛen, who in ſuch things as could be certain⸗ 
ly determined, neither by the authozitie of the 
holy ſcripture, neither by the tradition of the v⸗ 
ninerſall church, neither by any pꝛolit of life fo 
be amended, onely bicauſe the partie hath ſome 
odde fanſie, oz reaſon in his head, oz bicauſe in 
his owne countrie he was wont ſo to do, oꝛ —

cauſe he hath lerne it there, whither he hath tra / 


nelled, wherein, the further he hath gone from 


his owne countrie, the moze learned and Ikilfunl 


be taketh himſelfe fo be: tam litigioſas excitant 
quæftiones, vt niſi quod ipſi faciunt, nibil rectum ex- 
iſtiment. In ſuch things, J ſap, thep ſtir vpſach li⸗ 
figious queſtions, that they thinke nothing well 
done, but that they do themſelues. Surelp it is a 
linely deſcription of manꝝ curious dealers in our 
time. 

Mheſe in the meane time cozre other mens 
doings, themſelues being moſt of all to be coꝛre⸗ 
ted: theſe would haue others to be refo2med, 
themſelues being altogither defoꝛmed:they pꝛo⸗ 
feſſe the woꝛd, but their tong is a ſwoꝛd: they 
make a ſhew of ſinceritie, but their woꝛds and 
wozks are full of iniquitie. Of whom it may 
be verified : They haue vſed their tong to de- 


13. Lceit, the poiſon of aſpes is vnder their lips, and 


the way of peace they haue not knowen. And 


whatſoeuer they do outwardly pꝛetend it appee⸗ 
reth manifeſtly by their ſchiſmaticall and vn⸗ 
23, charitable dealing, that the feare of God is not 


befoze their eies. 

Now what diſcomoditie by venemous flan- 
derous fongs hath happened to many, if appe- 
reth plentifully in the holy ſcriptures, eccleſia- 
ficall wzifers, p2ofane hiſtozies, anddaily ex⸗ 
amples, wherof J could rehearſe a great num- 
ber, but the time will not ſuffer. 


It was therefoze truly ſaid of Antiſthenes:

Foz they dey - 


nour the dead: but theſe,the liuing. 
Diogenes being demanded what kinde of 


bealf did bite molt deadly, anſwered : If thon 


aſke me of wilde beaſts, it is the railing ſlande⸗ 
rer, but if of tame beaſts, it is the flatterer. 

The emperour Conſtantine the great did ſo 
hate backbiters and flatterers, that he was 
wont to call them the moths and miſe of the 
court. 

The emperonr Sigiſmund was wont fo ſay, 
that he abhozred theſe kind of people,as plagues 
and peſtilentes. 

And Alfonſas king of Arragon and Sicilie, 
compared backbiting flatterers to wolues, Fo2 
as wolnes by tickling and clawing were wont 
todeuour aſſes: euen ſo this peſtilent kinde of 
people, do vſe their flatferies,lies and flanders fo 
the deſtruction of others. 

Wiſely therefoze doth one admoniſh, ſaping: 
Noli habere aures prurientes ad audiendas alienas 
calumnias. aue not itching ear es, to heare other 
men llandered. 
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Theſe things thus ſpoken agrer with that 12. 4% ]) 


which S, James ſpeaketh of ſlanderous tongs, 
The fong(ſaith he) is fire, yea a wozld of wic- 
kednes: fo is the tung ſet among our members, 
that it defileth the whole bodie, and ſeffeth on 
fire the courſe of nature, and it is ſet on fire of 
hell, Foz the whole nature of beaſts and birds, 
and of creeping things, and things of the ſea, is 
tamed, and hath bene famed by the nature of 
man: but the ting can no man tame.

But pet notwithſtanding, his mercte doth 
ſtriue with our iniquitie.

Beſides this, to come to other hiſtoꝛies (as 
Liuie and other waiters do teſtiſie) the great 
multitude and power of other nations, could not 
defend them againſt the Romanes, being in 
number far vnequall. 

That huge great gliſtering armie of Darius 
(as Q. Curtius repozteth) was not able to ſtand 
againſt the little armie of Alexander the great. 

And to come to domeſticall examples, the 

whole power of France was vanquiſhed by that 
molk valiant and noble king of England, Henry 
the filt. 
Allo in the raigne of that moſt noble and god⸗ 
ty vong king Edward the ſirt,a great multitude 
of Scots was diſcomfited at Muſtleboꝛow tield, 
bya very little armie of vs Engliſh men. 

Theſe things being thus, we ſee moſt mani 
feſfly,that al humane and wozldly things what- 
ſoeuer they be, are of no foꝛce oz moment with- 
out the Lozde God ſuſtaining and vpholding 
them : and that peace, victozie, ſafetie, abun⸗ 
dance, and all other god things, come from the 
Lo2d the onely authoꝛ and giuer thereof,

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ſtoꝛians, of Heſtozius: and the Eutychians, of 
Eutyches. Df the which, the two firſt erred in 
the diuine perſons. The other two, in the —

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vaionof both natures, 
Sabellius did ſo grant the vnitis of the divine 
nature, that he vtterly denied the Trinitie of 


perſons. And therefo2e he ſaid, that the names of 


the father, of the ſonne, and of the holy Ghoſt, 
were vſed to ſigniſie the qualities of the Gods 
head, and not to declare a perſonall diſtindion. 

It was a moſt hoꝛrible and deteſtable here⸗ 
fie, taking away the th2& glozious ſeuerall per- 
ſons of the holy Trinitie. 

Arrius that grand heretike, did ſo grant the 
diſtinction of the Trinitie, that he altogither de- 
nicd the vnitie of the dinine nature, and equali⸗ 
tie of the perſons, And therefo2e he ſaid, that the 
fonne accozding to his Godhead was inferiour 
tothe father, and the holy Ghoſt -inferiour to 
them both. This fowle and moſt monſterous he- 
reſie, was the moſt greeuous plague of the church 
foz a great many yeres togither, as we may lee 
in the Eccleſiaſticall hiſtoꝛies. 

Manes and all his ſect the Paniche&s did ſo 
grant the dininitie of Chzilt, that they take a- 
way the truth of his humanitte, 

Photinus ſo granted the truth of the huma⸗ 
nitie of Chꝛiſt, that he altogither denied his di⸗ 
uinitie, ſaving that he was but a mere man. 

Meſtoꝛius, which was archbiſhop of Conſtan⸗ 
tinople, did ſo confeſſe two natures in Chziſt, 
that he did affirme two perſons to be in him al- 
ſo: and ſo diuideth one Chꝛiſt into two, one 
which is the ſonne ol God, the other, which is 
the ſonne ol man. ä

nitie of Chailt: and the laſt two, in the perſonal

Eutpches on the other ſide, which was abbot 
at Conſtantinople, did ſo aſfirme the vnitie of 
Chꝛiſts perſon, and vtterly denied two perſons 
to be in him, that he ſaid alſo, that there was but 
one nature remaining in Chaiff,namely, his di- 
uinitie, the humanitie in the meane time, by 
reaſon of the conjunction of the woꝛd, being ab» 
ſozpt,o2 cleane conſumed, 

Theſe are moſt peſtilent and damnable here- 
ſies. Againftthe which, and all other the like, let 
vs in ſincere ſimplicitie of faith, accoꝛding to the 
molt true and certaine doctrine of the holy ſcrip⸗ 
tures, and the ſound cat holike confeſſion ot all 
the god ancient fathers, hold ſurely, ſtedfaſtlp, 
and molt conſfantly, thole pzincipall points of 
our Chziſtian religion, which J haue vftered 
befoze : namely, the diſtinction of the thꝛer di⸗ 
uine perſons in the vnitie of the ſame infinite 
nature and ſubſtance: the equalitie of the ſame 
perſons: and wit hall, the perſonall vnion of both 
natures, the diuinitie, and the humanitie in the 
gloꝛious ſon of God our Sauiour. Then are we 
molt certainly aſſured, whatſoener ſhall happen 


inthe coarſe of this miſerable life, alwates to 


haue molt ſure and ſwete comfozk, withcontt- 
nuall peace, and quietnes of conſtiente, in the 
ſame our almightie 1 oꝛd God, and moſt merci- 
full Santour Jeſus Chailt,, accoꝛding to that

Df 
the which high Pꝛieſthed of Cheiſt, it is there 
wꝛitten thus: Such an high Paleft it became vs 
to haue, which is holy, harmles, vndefiled, ſepa- 
rate from ſinners, and made higher than the

By his molt pꝛetious ſacrifice by himſelfe on 
ly offered,and that once foz al, as is moft ſuffici⸗ 
ently declared in the fozenamed Epiſtle, he hath 
purged vs from our ſinnes, and in pzaying foz 
bs, doth declare himſelfe our moſt faithful in 
terceſſo2 and mediatoꝛ.

To this, ſome of them make this blind diſtin⸗ 
tion: There is (ſay they) vn« mediator, ſed non 
vnicus : one mediatoꝛ, but not one onelp. 

But ſe how eaſfly thep are confuted. Let 
them take the whole ſentence togither. 

There is (ſaith S. Paul) one God, and — 
mediatoꝛ betwerne God and man, tt. Now if 
one mediatoz be not one onely mediatoꝛ, then it 
followeth by a neceſſarie conſequence accoʒding 
to the fozme ofthe Apoſtles woꝛds, that one God 
is not one onely God. Than the which what can 
de moze blaſphemous? Foz as there is one God, 
ſo there is one medtatoz, Therefoze as there is 
— God, ſo of neceſſitie there is one onely 

at 

Other ſome ſerke to ſhift off and to obſcure 
this moſt plaine and comfozfable place, with an 
other kind of diſtinction. Foz how ſoeuer the 
is they care not, i by any means they can

If Paul were a mediafoz, then were his other 
fellow Apoſtles mediatoꝛs alſo, whereby there 
ſhould be many mediatozs, And ſo were not the 
ſaying of the Apoſtle true, when he ſaith: Chere 
is one mediataꝭ, tc. And that he ſpeaketh here 
of interteſlſion 02 mediation by pꝛaiers, it apps 
reth in expꝛeſſe woꝛds by that which goeth be- 
foze,and that whichcommeth after. 

Alittle befoze ſpeaking of S, John, he ſaith: 
If he ſhould ſay thus, J haue wartten this vnto 
vou, that ye ſhould not inne: and if any man 
ſinne, ye haue me a mediafoz. with the father, 
and A pꝛap foꝛ your ſinnes, what god and faith- 
full Chꝛiſtian could abide him? UWlho would be⸗ 
hold him as the Apoſtle of Chꝛiſt, and not rather | 
as an antichꝛiſt?

Then he 
maketh many long pꝛaiers, that it might re⸗ 
ceine this and this, and that vertue. Then being 
laid in ſiluer baſons, they are chꝛiſtened by the 
pope with diners croſſes, e long pꝛaiers after, to 

this end that they might receine ſundꝛie ver⸗ 
tues: and there is the diuell and all about them. 
The ſumme of the vertues ginen to them are 
bꝛielly compꝛehended in certaine verſes, which 
pope Urban the fit, ſent to the Emperoz of the

Me muſt take vp the croſle of 
Chꝛiſt, and follow him: Knowing that we muſt 
thꝛough many afflictions, enter into the kings 
dome of God. To the ſuſtaining whereof we 
mult be armed with patience, Fo2inour pati- 
ence (as our Sauiour teacheth vs) we muſt poſ- 
ſeſſe our ſoules. So we haue nerde thereof, that 
after we haue done the will of God, we might 
reteiue the pꝛomiſe. 

But notwithſtanding that theſe troubles 
thꝛough Gods fatherly pꝛouidence, do in the 
courſe of our life happen vnto vs, yet let vs be af 
ſured of this withal, that if we continue faitbful 
t patient(which though Gods grace and power 
we are ſure to do: foz God is faithfull, which wil 
not ſuffer vs to be tempted aboue that we be 
able, but will euen giue the iſſue with the temp- 
tation, that we may be able to beare it) let vs (4 
ſap) be aſſured, that if we continue faithfull and 
patient, thzough the ſame wiſe and wonderfull 
pꝛouidence of almightie God, we ſhall ns

This true Chꝛiſtian lone, in reſpect of the 
manifold commodities which come from man 
to man by reaſon of it, is called the bond of per⸗ 
fetnes, Therefoze,here to conclude, if we will 
declare our ſelues to be faithfull Chꝛiſtians in- 
deede, if we haue this true peace in our Sauiour 
Chꝛiſt, whercof we haue hitherto thus ſpoken, 
then let vs by loue and charitie receine one ano⸗ 
ther, as Chꝛiſt alſo hath recetued vs to the glozy 
of God. Let vs not be wearie ol well doing: but 
while we haue time and ſpace let vs do god vn⸗ 
to all men, but ſpecially vnto them which are of 
the houſhold of faith: and acco2ding to that gol⸗ 
den e moſt p2ofitable ſaping of . Peter, (with 
the which God willing, J wil make an end) Let 
euery man as he hath receiued the gift, miniſter 
the ſame one to another, as god diſpoſers of the 
manifold grace of God. 

If any man ſpeake,let him talke as the woꝛds 
of God, Jf any man miniſter ( vnder which wozd
